Item 1: Minutes of 25 June 1981 meeting were approved 
as submitted. 


STAT Teen 2? [ener Counsel representative, 
advised the Committee that employees may submit 
FECA claims for injury from accidents. This 
does not preclude a suit against a Government 
official in his individual capacity for negligent 
performance of his duties. Liability would 
probably depend upon whether injury was from 
official's discretionary or ministerial action 
or inaction. The conclusion was that since the 
functions and duties of the Committee, as re- 
quired by OSHA, are nonspecific to some extent, 
most actions undertaken by the Committee are an 
exercise of discretion and therefore probably 
Shielded from liability. However, Justice Depart- 
ment will provide legal counsel should Government 
officials be sued in their individual capacities 
for acts taken within the scope of their employ- 
ment. 


Item 3: Mr. Hart urged members of the Committee to take 
affirmative action about safety at every level. 
Training is the key factor in the success of 
the program and all collateral duty safety 
officers should take the course in safety offered 
by Security. ; 


Item 4: The Committee expressed an interest in having 


the Building Planning Officer address a meeting 
in the near future. 


Teem 52 Tt was moved and seconded that the primary 
function of the Committee was to recommend 
policy to the DDA.
